Uppon whiche pꝛoceadynges well conſidered, her Maieſtie vpon good deliberation of counſell, hath 
thought it by this example, and the iniuſt pꝛouocation of the ſayde kyng. neceſſary not only to warne 
her Subie tes therol. relydyng in all her poꝛtes: but alſo to licence them, a all others her Subiectes, 
that fo they: defence and ſauegarde, they may do theyꝛ vttermoſte by Sea and Lande, agaynſte any of 
the ſapde French kynges Subiectes, and lo continue vntyllher Maieſtie ſhall haue ryght. and reaſon 
done to her, fo2 the aſſuraunce of her Towne of Callayce, and all other her territoztes on that ſyde the 
Seas, which is and hath ben denxed vnto her, and foz which purpoſe only, her Maieſtie hath hyther · 
to ſynce the ende of the troubles in Fraunce, helde the ſayde' Towne of Newehauen, as in good reaſon 
che hath iult cauſe to do. And where bekoze this tyme, her Maieſtie gaue comaundement, that none 
ol her Subiectes houlde fpoyle oꝛ robbe any French man by ſea oꝛ lande, which ſhould ſeke to offende 
them, but ſhoulde only ſtaye and pzeſerue them and they: goodes in ſafette : Nowe her Maieſtie is iuſt⸗ 
lx occaſioned, and ſo doth licence all her Subiectes, to take them and they? veſſelles, and oꝛdeyneth by 
theſe pzeſentes, that the pzyzees taken (euen as the French kyng hath oꝛdered) halbe tudged foz good 
and vailyable, as thynges taken from enemies.
